MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 14th May. 2002 

S.0.509(E).—Wliereas the Liberation Tigers of Tamil Eelam (hereinafter referred to as the LTTE), is an associa¬ 
tion actually based in Sri Lanka but having sympathizers, supporters and agents on the Indian soil: ■ 

And whereas, the LTTE’s objective for a homeland for all Tamils disrupts the sovereignty and territorial integrity 
of India and thus, falls within the ambit of an unlawful activity: 

And whereas, the continuing militant pursuits by the LTTE of the objective of a separate homeland (Tamil Eelam) 
for all tamils, threatens the sovereignty and territorial integrity of India; 

And whereas, most of the criminal cases involving tlie LTTE and pro-LTTE groups like Tamil National Retrieval 
Troops (TNRT) and Tamiliar Pasarai, have ended in conviction and the Tpmil Eelam concept still remains as a goal among the 
pro-LTTE groups in Tamil Nadu and the forces are still at work to Anther its cause, thereby contributing to the vulnerable 
milieu in which the LTTE’s free functioning in India as a lawful association, if allowed, would be highly detrimental to the 
sovereignty and territorial integrity of India; 

And whereas, the LTTE continues to be an extremely potent terrorist force in Sri Lanka and is presently one of the 
deadliest terrorist organisations in the world which has strong coimections in Tamil Nadu; 

And whereas, the LTTE continues to rernain a strong terrorist movement and so long as Sri Lanka continues to 
remain in a state of ethnic strife, tom by the demand for Tamil Eelam, wltich finds a strong echo in Tamil Nadu due to the 
linguistic, cultural, ethnic and historical affinity between the Sri Lankan tamils and the Indian tamils in Sri Lanka; and the 
separatist tamil chauvinist forces in Tamil Nadu, the pro-LTTE groups will always tty to stimulate the secessionist senti- 
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merits to enhance the support base of the LTTE in Tamil Nadu which will have an adverse influence over the territorial 
integrity of India; 

And whereas, the Central Government is of the opinion that for the reasons aforesaid, the LTTE is an unlawful 
association and there is continuing strong need to control all such separatist activities by all possible means: 

And whereas, the Central Government has the information that— 

(a) Sea Tiger Module and Finance Wing Module were operating separately in Tamil Nadu and were indulging 
in smuggling of essential items from Tamil Nadu to Sri Lanka for the use of LTTE, 

(b) the refugees who have crossed over to Tamil Nadu through the coastal districts were screened thoroughly 
and as a result of such screening since 14-5-2000 till date around 60 refugees with LTTE connections were 
identified and lodged in the three special camps in the State, 

(c) the demands put forth by forest brigand Veerappan for the release of the Kannada Matinee idol Dr. Rajkumar 
and ilie contents of the website wvw, Dalitstan.org/Tamil s how tliat the LTTE supporters arc waiting for a 
chance to de-stabilise India and are challenging the sovereignly and territorial integrity of India; 

And whereas, the Central Government is of the opinion that the aforesaid activities of the LTTE continue to pose 
threat to and are detrimental to the sovereignty^ and territorial integrity oflndia as also public order; and therefore, should 
be declared as an unlawful association: 

And whereas, tlic Central Government is further of the opinion that because (i) of its continued violent and 
disruptive activities prejudicial to the integrity and sovereignU^ of India and (ii) it continues to adopt a strong anti-India 
posture and also continues to pose a grave threat to the security of Indian nationals, it is necessary lo declare the LTTE as 
“an unlawful association” with immediate effect; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of tlic powers conferred by Siib-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967 (3 7 of 1967). the Central Government hereby declares the Liberation Tigers ofThmil Eelam (LTTE) as 
an unlawful association; 

And further in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Sub-section (3) of the said Section, tlie Central 
Government hereby directs that this notification shall, subjects to any order that may be made under Section 4 of the said 
AcL have immediate effect from the date of its publication in the Official Gazette,
